If  one  will  take  a few  moments  to  reflect,  he  will  understand 
that  it  takes  several  months  to  compile  the  necessary  information  before  the 
catalog  can  be  published,  therefore,  it  is  inevitable  that  the  catalog  listing  will 
be  under  the  prevailing  market  price  on  the  items  in  popular  demand  at  the 
time  of  the  publication.  The  estimated  prices  are  entered  only  after  careful 
examination  of  various  records  and  publications  which  reflect  the  actual  and 
not  theoretical  values.  (PLEASE  NOTE  THAT  MANY  OF  THE  ESTIMATES  ARE 
CATALOG  VALUE  ONLY.  MANY  OF  THE  GOLD  COINS,  SILVER  $1,  WASH- 
INGTON QUARTERS,  CURRENCY,  ETC.  ARE  ESTIMATED  AT  CATALOG).  In 
the  final  analysis,  you  the  collector,  are  the  one  who  sets  the  price. 

BIDS  ARE  RECORDED  AS  FOLLOWS:  Each  bid  sheet  is  given  a number  as  it 
comes  in,  and  the  bids  are  recorded.

The  revised  1970  “Early  Half  Dollar  Die  Varieties”  by  Al.  Overton  is  a great  improvement 
over  the  first  edition  published  1967.  The  addition  of  a Rarity  Rating  based  on  the  Sheldon 
scale  as  used  for  large  cents  is  a great  help.  May  we  suggest  the  addition  of  “Basal  Value” 
and  “Condition  Census”  for  the  next  edition  to  further  increase  its  usefulness.  The  col- 
lecting of  early  half  dollars  by  varieties  has  now  become  second  in  popularity  to  only  the 
early  large  cents  by  varieties.  We  firmly  believe  that  this  type  of  collecting  will  pay  sub- 
stantial dividends  at  this  early  stage,  both  pleasure-wise  and  dollar-wise.  Prices  still 
are  comparatively  low  in  relation  to  large  cents. 


70 — 1794  Variety  Overton  106  (0-106)  CLOSE  DATE  (most  of  this  date  are  wide 
date)  21  berries,  ex.  fine  with  attractive  bluish  golden  patina.  RARITY

Being  realists,  we  doubt  if  this  will  occur  until  Overton  adds  the  two  factors 
in  Sheldon  s large  cent  book  (Basal  Value  & Condition  Census)  not  included 
in  his  book.

“worth”.  The  owner  had  it  bracketed  with  such  rarities  as  1817  over  14  (cat 
v.f.  $5,500)  & 1838-0  ($14,000).  While  it  is  true  that  this  1837  is  even  rarer 
than  the  above  2 coins,  the  value  must  ultimately  be  determined  by 
supply  and  demand.  We  do  not  know  how  strong  the  demand  will  be  for 
this  piece,  but  we  do  know  that  there  is  a very  strong  demand  for  halves 
(50c  section  revised  & varieties  added).  Based  on  all  these  factors,  we  feel 
this  piece  could  bring  several  thousand  dollars.

55  of  “Penny  Whim- 
sy”) “Toward  A Science  Of  Cent  Values”,  If  finest  reported  of  the  variety, 
but  not  full  MS  (Mint  State),  Value  equals  Condition  times  Basal  Value 
times  3.”  We  arrive  at  a value  of  $1,250  times  3,  or  $3,750.  It  will  be  inter- 
esting to  see  what  this  “Book  Value”  of  $3,750  actually  brings  as  prices 
realized  vary,  depending  upon  the  degree  of  interest  in  the  variety  and 
desire  of  owning  the  “FINEST  KNOWN”.

A specialized  collection  of  the  “ORIGINAL  GREENBACKS”  (the  name  arose  from  this 
first  issue  having  the  reverse  printed  in  green).  THE  ONLY  U.S.  NOTES  WHICH  DO  NOT 
BEAR  THE  SIGNATURES  OF  THE  REGISTER  & TREASURER  OF  THE  U.S.!  As  the  first 
issue  of  currency,  and  in  the  nature  of  an  “EMERGENCY  ISSUE”  due  to  the  Civil  War, 
varieties  abound  and  offer  a fertile  field  for  study.  This  is  such  an  attempt.  Authorized 
by  Act  Of  July  17,  1861,  (issued  Aug.  10,  1861)  they  circulated  in  late  1861  and  early  1862 
(when  the  LEGAL  TENDER  notes  appeared).  Since  these  were  redeemable  in  gold  “ON 
DEMAND”,  they  CIRCULATED  AT  A SUBSTANTIAL  PREMIUM  ABOVE  “LEGAL  TENDER” 
notes.  As  a result,  they  were  rapidly  redeemed.  That  any  have  survived  is  indeed  unusual; 
but  to  have  any  exist  in  “reasonably  decent”  condition  is  remarkable  (it  took  a lot  of 
“intestinal  fortitude”  to  deliberately  lay  aside  these  notes  redeemable  in  “hard  money” 
when  inflation  was  producing  a flood  of  “legal  tender”  notes  rapidly  depreciating  in  value). 
Fortunately,  a few  “hardy  souls”  did.  Most  of  the  specimens  known  today  are  in  wretched 
condition,  (poor  or  damaged  to  fair  and  good  with  a few  in  very  good).  Friedberg  lists 
them  in  only  “Very  Good”  & Donlon  has  them  in  only  “Good”  & “Very  Good”.  These  speci- 
mens accidentally  survived  (evidently  laid  away  by  hoarders  or  other  non-collectors),  which 
accounts  for  their  wretched  condition.
